It started a few years 
with the introduction of what is 
known as the lamb feeding scheme. 
In the fall, sheep owners place their 
lambs with irrigation farmers who 
have an abundance of feed. The

lambs are fed thru the winter, and 
later sold, and owner and feeder 
share in the profits of increased 
weight. 


From itg inception the scheme was 
well received, and increased in 
popularity until this winter ten 
thousand lambs will be fed on 
eastern irrigation project. 

From reports we 


lamb feeding Grain and fodder 
which would bring him only a small 
return ig sold, yield a greatly it- 
creased return when transformed 
into mutton.

To become a specialist may be no} 
easy matter. It cannot be done over) 
night. It will require study and ex- 
perience and hard work, and also the 
outlay of capital (the most serious 
difficulty today). 

But the lamb feeding scheme has 
shown the irrigation farmer what 
can be done in the way of specializ- 
ing, and from the results obtained 
so far it appears that specializing 
brings greater returrs than straight 
grain growing. 

It is a question whether, under 
present price conditions, the lamb 
feeding scheme will return the irri- 
gation farmer sufficient profit to pay 
his overhead of annual premium on 
his land contract, interest, water 
rental, taxes and operating expenses. 
It is also a question whether lamb 
feeding could be practised by every 
farmer on the project without 
danger of ‘“‘over production” (which 
we hear so much about today). 

At any rate, the lamb feeding ven- 
ture js proving interesting, and more 
profitable than straight grain grow- 
ing. It ig an indication of the trend 
toward specializing on the irriga- 
ton project.

averaged. 90 eggs. While there is 
nothing spectacular in these results, 
they represent good production un- 
der climatic conditions experienced 
at Windermere where temperatures 
down to 36 degrees below zero were 
recorded.

The main considerations in obtain- 
ing winter eggs are good well devel- 
oped birds, suitable feeds, proper 
housing and sanitation, and the per- 
sonal factor. 

In feeding, the seratch feed used 
consists of wheat 8 parts, corn 4 
parts, oats 2 parts, and barley 2 
parts.

LONDON, Oct. 30—Fear a 
flerce currency war between the 
United, States and Britain as a con- 
sequence of Pres, Roosevelt’s de- 
cision to buy gold in world markets 
developed among British bankers 
and financiers. 


They feel that if the president 
continues his efforts to raise prices 
by exchanging dollars against gold 
in order to depreciate the dollar, the 
United States might reach the point 
where it would become a formidable 
competitor for world trade.
